SAYS WIFE WOULD NOT COOK.

.Tames Maigison filing an action for 
divorce from Gladys Marie Margi-

Margison in his complaint for di­

Septeml>er 30 be a fourth class city, 
being advanced 
from 
a fifth class 
city by a recent act of the legisla­ 
ture which automatically advances 
a eity whose population is over 10,- 
000 or whose property valuation ex­ 
ceeds seven million dollars, 
and as 
the assessed valuation of the pro­ 
perty in Rushville is placed at $8,- 
196,865, the city goes into the fourth 
lass automatically. 


Under the law, a fourth class city, 
unless action is taken by Septeml»er 
30, must l>e operated as a eity of 
that class, w’hich calls for the es­ 
tablishment of 
a 
board 
of public 
works, a board of public safety, a 
non-partisan police force, 
a police 
judge, a eity comptroller and many 
other offices 
which would increase 
the taxes in a eity. 


The eouncilmen decided last night 
to operate the eity as it has been 
under a fifth class, and ordered city 
attorney George Young to prepare a 
eity ordinance to that effect, which 
will lie presented at the next meet­ 
ing of the council. 
The new ordinance 
will abolish 
all of the |»ffiees required under a 
fourth e^ass city, and will also leaye 
the salaries of the officials the same 
as they are at present, with the ex­ 
ception of the city treasurer, whose 
salary was 
increased 
from $1,000 
;to $1,500 a year. 
Under a fourth 
class eity, 
the 
mayor could receive $2,000 all other 
officials 
would get a big increase, 
and the eity would he compelled to 
pay these 
salaries 
if the council 
failed to take action 
before Sep­ 
tember 30. 


The rules will be suspended and 
the 
new’ 
ordinance 
will 
he 
put 
through 
before 
the time limit ex­ 
pires. 
The eity of Washington, Ind., 
took the same kind of action, and a 
model of their ordinance will he ob­ 
tained. 
At Shelbyville, the new of­ 
fices were abolished, but the salar­ 
ies of the eity 
officials 
were in­ 
creased. Newcastle will continue a«5 
a fifth class eity, under a 
fourth 
class rule, the same as proposed for 
this eity. 


With passing from a fifth class 
to a fourth class eity, Rushville has 
the honor of being the smallest eity 
in Indiana, as far as population is 
concerned, and was one among 15 
cities in the state that was advan­ 
ced. 
Greensburg, Seymour. Green­ 
field and several others in this vic­ 
inity will remain in the fifth class.
